Since that time Mr. has been “Ordained” 
gregational Minister and the official board of the new congregation 
which he is now serving as Pastor.

REPORT OF THE DEAF-MUTE 3 COMMITTEE. 


Our deaf-mute work in operation under Synodical direction for less | 
than two years is assuming proportions and presenting opportunities | 
that have become a real problem in administration. 


To the original territory of Kansas and Nebraska the pastor’s parish 
has grown to include Arkansas, Colorado, Arizona, and New Mexico, 
from all of which states have come repeated requests for his services. 
Oklahoma and Texas have made inquiry as to a visitation for promising 
work there. 

All the preaching points reported to Synod in our report last year 
(See Minutes, page 33) have been regularly revisited. The pastor is 
often called to act as interpreter and advisor by civil authorities and 
others in matters relating to the interests and welfare of the deaf-mutes 
in the courts and communities. In several instances connections have 
been made with interested individuals who haye assumed a direct and 
personal for especially and promising deaf- 


mutes. 
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Incalculable service has been rendered the deaf-mute blind over the =: 
field by means of the Glove.” Inquiries concerning it have 
come from the four quarters of the earth. It is being used in Germany, 
Scotland, Sweden, France, Australia, Canada, Japan, and India. The 
National Association for the Deaf-Mute Blind in England is using it. 
institutions. 


New work has been inaugurated at Fort Smith, Arkansas; Coffeyville 
and Caney, Kansas, and Albuquerque, New Mexico. Trinidad, Colorado, 
and Phoenix, Arizona, have earnestly solicited the pastor’s attention.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE CONVENTION OF THE UNITED 
UTHERAN CHURCH 


IN AMERICA HELD AT MILWAUKEE. 


The seventh biennial convention of the United Lutheran Church in 
America was held in Milwaukee during the week of October 7-14, 1930. 
The Synod of Kansas and Adjacent States was represented by the fol- 
lowing delegates: Clerical: C. N. Swihart, I. B. Heisey, H. J. McGuire 
and C. A: Puls; Lay, C. H. Wortz (Fort Smith), A. G. Sabol (Lawrence), 
L. T. Bang (Emporia), and E. E. Sterling (Sedalia). 3 

Because of the publication of the DAILY LUTHERAN, the official 


“daily” of the convention, which was mailed to every pastor in the 


synod at synodical cost, this report can therefore be abbreviated. How-

Dr. F. H. Knubel, who 45 reelected President of the United Lutheran 
corrected the erroneous impression that min- 
isters were uneducated and “behind the times” because they held to 
things that were old. He called attention to educational surveys which 
showed Lutheran clergymen to have a higher average in college and 
training than that of any other American church body. He 


Seminary 
pointed out that the essential of the minister was not educational train- 


ing as desirable as that is, but fidelity to the evangelical faith. He said 
that every minister should use the Psalmist’s question for self-appraise- 
ment and personally strive for the.answer in “clean hands, and a pure 
heart; who hath not lifted up his soul unto vanity or sworn deceitfully.” 


The finances of the United Lutheran Church appeared to be in 
good condition, and confidence was voted the Treasurer, E. Clarence 
Miller, a philanthropic banker of Philadelphia, in the form of his 
unanimous reelection. The convention authorized the appointment of 
a committee on Investment of Church Money which will work with a 
Trust Company. This means that future investments will be made by 
expert financiers which will “cut” investment losses to a minimum and 
compel the Boards to live within their incomes.
